WASHINGTON, D.C., January 24.—Miss 
Florence Meeker did not appear before the 
Heuse Committee on Indian Affairs to-day 
and the investigation of the causes of the 
Ute outbreak was postponed till Tuesday. 

FEMALE SUFFRAGE, 

Arguments in favor ofthe constitutional 
amendmentto provide for female suffrage 
were made to-day by Mrs. McRay, of Lowa, 
Miss White, of Illinois, Mrs. Stebbins, of 
Michigan, Mrs. Saxton, of Louisana, Miss 
Pheebe Couzins, of Missouri, and Susan B 
Anthony. 

THE COLORED EXODUS. 

The Senate committee on the Southern exo- 
dus to-day examined J. P. Dukehart, 
Southern passenger agent of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company. He testilied 


that he had «made several visits to 
North Carolina in the interests 
ofthe company. to secure as large a share 


as possible of the exodus travel, and that he 
effected arrangements with the local promo- 
ters of the movement’ by which the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad obtained the transporta- 
tion of all coloied people who have up to this 
time (since last October) emigrated 
from North Carolina to Indiana. The through 
rate from Goldboro to Indianapolis 
for these emigrants was $16 65 for each per- 
son above the age of twelve years, and half 
fare for cbildren from five to 
twelve, and younger children free. In all 
these arrangements the company agreed to 
pay Z. Taylor Evans, of Goldsboro, a colored 
man who worked upthe emigration,a drawback 
of one dollar per head for each full fare pas- 
senger, and fifty cents for each half fare 
ticket sold. This was a well known standing 
inducement held out by himself and agents 


of competing railroads to men 
like Evans and Perry and Williams to get 
up as large an emigration as possible. Evans 


told witness he commenced working up the 
exodus sixteen months ago by means of mass 
meetings, secret societies, ete. Witness, 
while in North Carolina, had seen many of 
the circulars asserting that colored people 
would find plenty of work in Indiana at wages 
of%1 to¥1 50 per day. Perry and Williams also 


circulated the report that emigrants 
upon reaching Washington, would 
be provided with new clothes § and 
transportation to, Indiana or Kansas, 


Circulars were largély made up of editorials 
from the Greencastle, Ind., Banner, and also 
included what purported to be certificates 


from a number of the North Caro- 
lina colored people, ‘who had 
already gone to Indiana, that 
they had found work, and advised their

Mr. Henry Shaw Expiains the Action 
ot the Citizens’ Committee 

Mr. Henry Shaw, member of the Citizens’ 
Committee, who was the relator inthe suit 
before Judge Boyle against the School Board 
to compel themto increase the number of 
members to fifty-six, informed a PostT-DIs- 
PATCIL reporter to-day that he was not an 
enemy of the publie schools. He himself did 
not want any increase In school representa- 
tion, but he had breught the matter before 
the courts in order that the Legisiature should 
be obliged to act inthe premises, 

‘‘During the last session of the Legisla- 
ture,’? said Mr. Shaw, ‘‘the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee endeavored to get a bill passed respect- 
ing school representation which would. have 
divided the city into jour districts, each dis- 
trict to be represented by four members, 
while five were to be elected by the city at large. 
That would make the number of the School 
Board twenty-one—a decrease on the present 
number. Lwentup to Jefersonto secure 
the passage of the bill, and belore I left Mr. 
Foster, chairman of the St. Louis delegation, 
pr: m se@me that the bill should be passed, 
but avr some unaccountable reason that was 
vot done. Afterwards the matter was broughi 
before the Schoo! Board and a vote was taken 
on the question as to whether a change ought 


to be made in the represent- 
ation or notegThe yote was 16 ‘to 10, 
the sixteen voting forno change. The gen- 


tlemen thrusvoting were: Messrs. Brocker, 
Bruenemann, Foerstel, Gerber, Gleno, Hick- 
man, Hill, Hummel, Jennings, Schubert, 
Schweickhardt, Sessinghaus, Sinclair, Spin- 
zig, Twining and Ude. Asthe Board would 
not act in the matter the Citizen-l1 Com- 
mittee, believing that body as now constituf- 
edto be illegal, took these proceedings 
before Judge Boyle, and theirview of the 


law was sustained. ‘ What action the 
committee may now take [ don’t 
know. But our action will make the Legisla- 


ture, we hope, take some action in the mat- 
ter.”’ | 

‘*Why are you anxious to change the pres- 
ent mode of school representation?’’ queried 
the reporter. 

‘Why, because it 1s evidently unjust,’? re- 
torted Mr. Shaw. ‘‘There are seven mem- 
bers representing seven wards with aregister- 
ed vote 25,608, while the remaining twenty-one 
members represent only 25,000 voters. Now 
thatis evidentiy unjust. The wealth of the 
city also lies in these seven wards. Take for 
example the Twenty-fifth Ward. Only thirty 
votes were castat the last election, and its 
registered number is only 126. Such represen- 
tation is both farcics! and preposterous. The 
same inequality exists in the House of Dele- 
gates.”

_ The Season for quail and grouse closes on 
the first ofnext month. The warm weather 
has prevented the slaughter of these birds to 
any alarming extent, andthe prospects are 
that they will continue scarce until the end of 
the season. The supply of other game for 
the same reason has been light, the receipts 
being even below the demand of purchasers. 
Sales are only made for local consuimption, 
as shipping to other points has been evtiraly 
stopped. Turkeys and chickens find a fair 
sale and are the only articles in the depart- 
ment that keep up a semblance of activity. 
Even squirreis are coming’ up in price 
and are retailed at 10 cents apiece. Common 
rabbits are sold for $2 per dozen. ‘Turkeys 
are quoted at 121-2 cents a pound. Geese 
retail at 60 cents, and wild ducks are beld at 
50 cents each. Quuils are almost out of the 
marke, but they are heldat $3 per dozen. 
Grouse and pheasants are equality scarce and 
command $125 per pair. SMpe are not 
visible inthe market. Venison is quoted at 
20 cents per pound, and dressed chickens are 
from 25 to oO cents aplece.

Few, if any, changes have occurred in the 
market prices of meats. Only a fair demand 
has been made for the different varieties and
